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1. The amendment received October 16, 2002 has been made of record. 
Claims 1-18 are pending. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chiu in view 
of Berejka. 

This rejection is maintained as set forth in the preview Office action with the exception 
that Medsker et al and Kelley are no longer applied. 

Applicant have argued that Chiu does not teach the amount and methylol content of 
phenolic resin as claimed instantly. 

Applicant attention is directed to column 7, line 59 for amounts applicant claimed 
methylol content is seen as typical for there additive as demonstration by the Berejka reference at 
column 5, line 58. 

Applicant have argued that Chiu does not teach relative amounts of non-thermoplastic 
elastomer as claimed instantly. 

It is the position of the examiner that the amount taught by Chiu, when adjusted to 
applicants method of measurement at least overlap those claimed instantly.
